Tabulations made by the assistant attorney 
general in charge of the lands division show 
that In the five and-Ti half years from July, 
1038, to January, 1944. 23 agencies of the fed- 
eral government have acquired $513,277- 
892.06 worth of property — nearly 12.500,000 
acres and 21,000 other parcels not measured 
as acreage. 

In .addition, on Jan. 1. deals were pending 
or not yet closed for another 18,500,000 acres, 
which might bring total valuation to more 
than a billion dollars. It has been the Job of 
the lands division to clear all those titles and 
close all those deals. Who will do the selling, 
and how, Is yet to be determined. 

All this recently acquired land is In addi- 
tion to the public domain of 800,000.000 acres, 
some 13,000,000 of which has been transferred 
by the agriculture. Interior or other depart- 
ments to the war and navy departments, and 
which will probably be transferred back to 
where It was when the war Is 'over. 

The net war-use property is not just land. 
It also Includes improvements and leases. 

Through the defense plant corporation, the 
government has title to 1.788 factories, flying 
schools, pipe lines, barge lines and so forth, 
valued at over S7.000.000.000. 

Maritime commission owns 57,000.000 
worth of shipyard real estate on which are 
improvements valued at over $425,000,000. 

The federal works agency, after spending 
its 5125,000,000 Lanham act funds, will haVe 
title to 244 schools, 109 hospitals, 512 recrea- 
tion centers, 100 water works, 80 sewage sys- 
tems, 67 fire and police projects and three 
power plants, 

- National housing agency owns 523,000 
dwellings, 123,000 temporary homes, 52,000 
dormitories, 30,000 trailers.

- A GRANT TO THE PEOPLE? 

In view of the very nature or our federal government, 
language used by the supreme court In Its majority 
opinion on the right of negro clUretu to vole In state 
primaries Is subject to question. The organic law. 
meaning the constitution, Uie court Mid, "grants to all 
dtiitns a right to participate In the choice ol elected 
officials." Again it used the phrase: "mis grant to the 
people." 

The concept of our constitution, drilled Into every 
school pupil, Is that It Is derived from the people, and 
Uiat through It the people "grant" certain powers lo 
the federal government. And powers not so "granted" 
are retained In the states or )« the people. 

But In addiUon lo granting powers to the United 
6 tales, the constitution describe* certain fundamental 
right* of the people which are not to be denied or 
abridged by government. One at the** 1* the right ol 
'"lien* to vote, which the fifteenth amendment says 

ull-not be denied or abridged by the United States 

by any iute on account ol race, color or previous 
condition of Mrvltude." 

This Is not a -grant" of a right to citizen*. It li a 
guarantee, against Infringement of a right which to 
basic In a democracy. The mprema court should be 
careful that its choice ol words does not do violence to 
Uie fundamental principle* of our government. — Bt, 
Loui* ,PC«t-Di*p4tcn. ;
